:he principal founders of the old, Panama 
canal, was found dead in his apartments 
:hls morning under circumstances indi- 
cating suicide. 


Suspected Husband Ar-

Scene of Grime, 


Arton was sentenced in^lSSS'to eight 


years' imprisonment for complicity with 
Ba^on de Reinach and Dr. Cornelius Hem 
in the frauds of the Panama Canal Com 
pany. 
Arton "was the intermediary be- 


tween Baron de Reinach and the incrim- 
inated French Deputies, that Is, between 
the briber and the bribed. Arton wrote 
the checks and had the check books on 
whose stubs was recorded the guilt ol 
about 140 politicians. 


He only possessed the secrets of tho 


bribery. When the crash came In 1892 
Arton disappeared and with him weni 
about 5750,000 of the funds of the French 
Dynamite Society, with which Arton was 
associated. 


In his absence he was sentenced on the 


charge of trying to bribe a Deputy to 
five years' imprisonment and to twent> 
years' imprisonment for his connection 
with the French Dynamite Society. Ar- 
ton was finally captured In London and 
taken to Fra'nce, but was pardoned In 
1899,

"the way In which the Norwegians won 
to the side all the 'European publics. 


"The wrong -remain* wrons;' 


the King, adding that the Norwegians 
had surprised Mm by the suddeness 
of their acts. rKing Oscar denied that 
he had precipitated the crisis by de- 
clining to accept the resignation of 
the Norwegian Cabinet for the Nor- 
wegians themselves had declared that 
whoever accepted a portfolio would 
cease to be a Norwegian. 


The correspondent remarked that he 


had heard only words of respect for 
the King in Norway, to' which His 
Majesty" replied: 


'For my 'part, I. have forgiven the 


Norwegians and hope to God that the 
Swedish people will also remain calm, 
for it would only be hanging a mill- 
stone about our necks to restore the 
union forcibly."

Friday night, In all probability will be 
charged with' murder. District Attor- 
ney James H. Campbell, who Is In- 
vestigating the case, announces that 
the strictest inquiry will bo made Into 
the woman's story and all the facts 
connected with the shooting 
before 


she will be released from the custody 
of the Sheriff. 
The attitude taken by the family of 


the dead man In the matter so far 
seemB to Indicate that no complaint 
will bo made by them charging the 
stepmother with the willful murder of 
her husband. Mcmbera of the family 
nre extremely reticent about 
the af- 


fair and refuse to talk, but the posi- 
tion taken yesterday by Dr, Ckistav 
Huetor of San Francisco and Ferdin- 
and Hueter of Berkeley In their con- 
ference with tho 
District 
Attorney 
relative to the case Is a fail1 criterion 
of the position of the whole family, 
They are not disposed to make any 
charge affninst ifrr.. Biie-or and evi- 
dently believed th« story she 
told 


at the inciuest. 
In default of n complaint made by 


some interested party, the only course 
open to the District Attorney is 
to 
present the case to the Grand Jury. 
Campbell when seen said that this 
would be the course followed unless 
unforseen contingencies arose 
which 


would make such action 
necessary. 


He said: 
"This office intends to probe 
th 


mystery to the bottom. In taking this 
course it does not follow that we are 
convinced that the story told by the 
woman is false in its entirety, but il 
Is our duty in the premises to inves- 
tigate the matter fully. The family 
apparently place full reliance in 
the 
story of the shooting as related by 
Mrs. Hueter and I do not expect that 
any complaint In the case will 
be 
mads by them. In that event our 
only recourse is to the Grand Jury 
Just when we will be in a position to 
present the case before tho jury '. 
am not prepared to say at present. It 
will depend on the result of our in- 
vestigations. 
A motive for the mur- 
der, -if murder it was, must exist am 
until such is found what action we 
"will take is problematical." 


WITHHOLDS OPINION. 


Asked if he believed that 
murder 


had been done. Campbell replied that 
he was not in possession of ail the 
facts of the cr.se and was riot pre- 
pared to venture 
an 
opinion. He 
said: 


"Deputy District Attorney Herbert 


Bridges has had charge of the inves- 
tigation and he has not reported in 
full to me. I may say. however, as I 
said before, that we are not working 
on any preconceived theory in 
the 
case, but are striving to so thorough- 
ly sift the evidence in our possession 
as to be able to arrive at some tan- 
gible conclusion as to the guilt or in- 
nocence of Mrs. Hueter. 


"As to the course to be taken by the 
Grand Jury I can say nothing. Prob- 
ably Mrs. Hueter will be indicted for 
the crime of murder and held 
foi 


examination, but unless new evidence 
is discovered the examination v.-lll be 
somewhat of a foimality 
and 
11 r 


Hueter will be released." 
Although no member of the District At- 
torney's office will admit that he suspects 
that Mrs. Hueter has not told the whoU 
truth in her story of tho shooting, nevei- 
thcless. the air is filled with rumors to 
the effect that the authorities are not I 
satisfied that the woman shot her husband 
in self defense. 
The autopsy held last I 
night in Los Gates and certain evidence I 
taken at the inciuest at the Hueter resi- 
dence revealed certain facts that appar- 
ently contradicted Mrs. Hueter's 
sforv. 
The dead man's-- eyes were- closed when 
the doctors arrived and the position of the 
body and the condition of the bedclothes 
seemed to show that Hueter was shot and 
killed while asleep. 
It is well known that Hueter was in- 
sanely jealous of his wife, and frequent 
Quarrels were caused by the latter's ab- 
sence from home. 


ENJOYING COMFORTS. 


Mrs. Hueter remains in the custody'of 
the Sheriff. 
She is not confined in a cell 
like an ordinary criminal, but enjoys con- 
siderable freedom. 
A front room in the 
jail, which was formerly the office of 
Jailer Cottle. has been fitted up for her 
and here she spends the time in company 
with her father. John Utschig. who has 
been her constant companion since she 
was brought down here yesterday morn- 
"•ing. On the advice of her attorney, she 
has denied herself today to all calUys 
with the exception of immediate relative.-) 
and close personal friends. 
This move 


. was necessitated 
by the fact that 
the 
room in which she is confined adjoins the 
main corridor 'of the 
building on th";

two years old. A great many days and

Senator Thomas C. Platt, victor In 


countless hard fought political battles, 
head of a great and successful corpor- 
ation, reputed wealthy, surrounded by 
loyal 
friends, 
avowedly 
In better 


health than he has been for years, 
made this remarkable statement yes- 
terday and In the nert breath said: 


"I never felt better In my life." 
The Senator stood on the piazza, ot 


his home, Tioga Lodge, back in 
the 


Skunnemunk Mountains, near High- 
land Mills, N. T., and looked out over 
twenty miles of blue sky and green 
woods 
No shade of indifference was 


in the old man's eyes; his voice was 
firm and had In It that ring of hope 
and decision that one hoars in men 
half his age — men who are going up 
the hill of life, not coming down. 


Platt had been up early in the morn- 


ing with a dozen guests who had spent 
Saturday, the Senator's birthday, at 
his new home.

Oakland's park system win soon be 


improved 
If 
the present 


scheme of the Board of Public Works Is 
carried out. 
The public parks of the 


ctty have been, cared for under the su- 
pervision of the Street Superintendent 
for many years. Ho has had so many 
'other things to look after th»t ha has 
been unable to devote the neceasary time 
an* energy to 
improving the parks. 


Mayor Mott thought Tery strongly on 
this condition when ha went Into office. 
Perhaps his predecessors had thought of 
the matter also, but their attention was 
taken up with other things of more Im- 
portance, so that they could not find 
the time to do anything. 


Under the old system all the Superin- 


.tendent could do was to see that the 
gardeners kept the grass watered and 
allowed no rubbish to collect on the 
grounds. As to the -working out of any 
plan for beautifying a park, that was 
left to the keeper In charge of the park. 
As a consequence all the gardeners 
•worked on their own account and did 
-just as they pleased. 


After talking with the Board of Public 


Works. Mayor Mott suggested a scheme 
to put the parks under the care of an 
•expert gardener, who would bo made 
responsible for their condition. 


Malcom Lamond, who has 
been In 


charge of 
the 
city conservatories in 


.Adams Park, at the head of Lake Mer- 
rltt. was named for the position two 
weeks ago, and he was assured that men 
not competent to do the work required 
.of. them would be removed and others 
put m their places. 
One man frag al- 


ready been removed by the hoard, as 
his work did not come up to the stand- 
ard of the other eardeners. 


Since taking the new position given 


him Mr. Lamond has taken considerable 
time to . study the 'Park system of the 
city, with a view to harmonizing the 
various parks and making them present 
the best possible appearance. He finds 
that the city Is possessed of thirteen 
pieces of land -which are designated. on 
the map as parks. 
After looking them 


over and considering thorn from every 
standpoint Mr. Lamond has decided to 
commence the improvement of 
Inde- 


pendence 'Square in East Oakland. This 
park lies between Sixteenth and Eight- 
eenth avenues and Sixteenth and Eight- 
eenth streets. 
An attempt to beautify 


this park was made several years ago. 
It was proposed to cut driveways through 
the park and plant trees. Mr. Lamond 
states that the park Is toa< small for 
driveways, but that there will be plenty 
of paths for pedestrians. He will sub- 
mit a plan to the Board of Public Works 
for the erection of a building in the 
grounds which 
will 
serve as a hand 


stand. He also proposes to have a foun- 
tain and a small lake in the park. 


If the city funds will permit he pro- 


poses that fountains be placed In all the 
parks of the city. He has two reasons 
for. thla idea. First, a fountain is a 
thing 01' beauty, and second, many peo- 
ple, especially women and children, like 
to go to the park and rest and to eat 
their lunches. Bnt if there are no foun- 
tains it will make the park far less at- 
tractive to every class of people. 
, 


After the Improvement of Independence 


Square, Mr. Lamond proposes to do 
something with the little piece of ground 
at Second avenue and East Eighteenth 
street, which on the map is designated 
as Peralta Park. As yet it is nothing 
but weeds and rough ground. A man 
has been engaged- to -cut down the weeds, 
and as soon as the rain comes trees and 
shrubs will be planted and a lawn. 


"Bushrod Park will also be Improved 


and several varieties of trees planted. 
Mr. Lamond has a number of small trees 
at Adams Observatory which 
can be 


utilized in the various parks. Victor H. 
Metealf. while he was a member of Con- 
gress secured ' for this city a selection 
of young trees. These trees are very 
small and there wffl be no planting be- 
fore fall. 
In speaking of his plans Mr. Lamond 


said: "While Oakland ought to have a 
central park, yet it Is not near as bad 
off for parks as many would suppose. 
If wo would make the best of the prop- 
erties at our disposal and put them in 
first-class condition the people generally 
would be surprised at the changed aspect 
toe city would present. With our mag- 
nificent water park and the thirteen 
pieces of ground the city owns a verS 
creditable start could be made, and we 
are trying our best to make it 
The im- 


provements will be made just as soon 
as the necessary funds can be placed at 
the disposal of the department. 


"In making these improvements we 


must not forget that unless they are kept 
up it would be better that they had 
never been started, for a neglected park 
or garden looks far worse fhn.n wild land. 
For that reason we will have to be care- 
ful and not undertake anything greater 
than we can keep up."

GOLD FOUND 


JJHEPARK 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 17.—Consider- 


able Interest has been excited by the 
discovery of gold-bearing iron pyrites in 
the rock which is being brought to the 
surface by the drillers at work on the 
new well hi Golden Gate Park. As yet 
the precious metal has not been discov,- 
ered in sufficient quantities to warrant 
legitimate hopes of profitable 
mining, 
but the contractors believe that good 
pay rock may yet be struck. 
The work of drilling was begun about 
a year ago. After passing through fifty 
feet of surface sand a hard red rock was 
encountered. 
The well is now down to 
the 160-foot level, and for the last forty 
feet the drill has been going through a 
soft blue rock. Three assays have been 
made of this formation, one showing an 
auriferous yield of $2 a ton, one SS a 
ton and another nothing better than a 
trace of silver. On top of the blue-stone 
deposit a thin layer of black gravel was 
struck, but no attempts were made to 
ascertain Its mineral contents. 
"We are the first to sink a shaft to 
any depth in this part of the peninsula,' 
said Amos Currier, secretary 'of the drill- 
ing company, yesterday. "Of course, we 
are Interested in the character of the 
rock. Nothing yet found would indicate 
that the ledge is rich enough to mine, 
but if it turns out richer as we go down 
we will of course try to get permission 
to take out the ore in commercial quan-

SAN FRANCISCO, July J.7.—Charles 


J. Lantry of Strong City, Kas., one of 
the best known railroad contractors in 
the country,

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The Bulwark of Land Monopoly 


The evils of land monopoly have often been discussed in Califor- 


nia,'where'they'have been too flagrant and potent to admit of denial, 
but abatement has been slow mainly because the remedies suggested 
were either chimerical or worse than the disease itself. The northern 
part of the State has suffered-more from land monopoly than any other 
section, because until recently it was more profitable to hold large 
tracts -under one ownership than elsewhere. The upper Sacramento 


still held back by great landed estates cultivated only 
are 
counties 
in part. 
. 


Methods of forcing the subdivision and sale for settlement ot 


these vasts tracts are again being discussed. The Sacramento Bee pro- 
poses a graduated land tax, which would force the owners to sell out. 
The Fresno Republican suggests a "fair tax," whatever that may mean, 
as the best way of reaching the disease. . The Bee's suggestion would 
involve a radical change in the State and Federal constitutions, while 
-the Republican's remedy is a little vague as a concrete proposition. 


However, it is. not necessary to do anything radical or extra- 


ordinary to knock land monopoly sky high. It cannot exist—exten- 


' sively at least—if the present tax laws are equitably and honestly ^en- 


forced. .Land monopoly thrives on unfair assessments. - It survives 
"in California mainly because county assessors habitually disregard 
the provision of the law which requires all property to be assessed at 
its actual cash value. As a rule the uncultivated holdings of the great 
landlords, no matter how fertile and valuable, are assessed at nominal 
figures, while the improved lands of small farmers are assessed at a 
high valuation. 
_ 
: 


The assessors levy a. tax on thrift, industry and enterprise and 


" give a premium to men who block the path of progress and extort 
blackmail 'from .enterprise. The man who refuses to sell or cultivate 
his land, but holds it for higher prices, devoting it to pasturage in the 
meantime, insists upon making income the basis of assessed valuation, 
and assessors have been in the habit of taking this view. In conse- 
quence, it is a common thing in this State to find improved and high- 
ly cultivated land on one side of a road assessed at from $75 to $100 
.an acre, while land just as good on the other side is assessed at from 
$5 to $15 an acre. All such instances are plain violations of the law. 
It is improvements and enterprise that are taxed, not the actual cash 
value of the land. The big landowners are able to continue their 
monopoly by this unjust and unlawful discrimination in their favor. 
IE public opinion will force the assessors to do their duty, there will 
be no need to amend the law to break up land monopoly. 


Protection From Forest Fires 


The recent disastrous fire in the mountains surrounding Liver- 


more valley Is another warning that better protection against forest 
fires must be provided in this State if the timbered and range tracts 
of the elevated plateaux are to be preserved from "destruction. 


The effects of these fires are visible for many years, and they linger 


even after the physical signs have passed away. Tree growths which it 
has taken a century to produce are destroyed in a day) and the cast- 
off foliage slowly in process of being turned into loam Is burned up, 
baking the thin layer of soil covering the rocks till all vitality Is lost 
The character of the grass growths is completely changed by the 
action of fire, and the soil deterioratedi 


But the most blighting effect is on the springs and water courses, 


which are often permanently dried up by the destruction of the tree 
growths with their interlacing root system underneath the ground. 
Living streams are turned into dry ravines. The soil made dry and 
crumbling by the actiort of fire, and no longer held in place by the roots 
of grass and trees, is swept away by the heavy winter rains, leaving an 
eternally barren surface of arid rocks on the hillsides. 


Nearly all forest fires are started by carelessness:and allowed to 


gain headway by indifference. 
Dropping •••* burning match or th« 


stump of'a'lighted cigarette has many a time caused the direct loss 
of hundreds of. thousands • o f ' dollars, •. and an indirect damage to a 
much greater extent. People on the ranges should-le&rn to be more 
careful and vigilant, but this alone will not suffice for forest protection. 
Some system of effective guardianship must be devised if periodical 
ravages by fire are to be prevented-in the future.

IN EAST. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July; 17.— South- 


ern Pacific officials are watching with 
considerable Interest experiments now 
ielng conducted in the East with a 
new . device designed tor the greater 
comfort and health of passengers dur- 
ng hot weather. 
The device, which 


s the Invention of an engineer of the 
Lake Shore and Michigan - Southern 
road, Is designed to make traveling 
over hot and dusty roads more com- 
fortable than ataytng at home. The 
apparatus, It Is claimed, purifies anil 
cools the atmosphere of the passenger 
cars, and la destined to make the .elec- 
tric fan a mere memory. 


It consists of a huge atomizer, so 


constructed that gusts of cool and 
molit air, coming directly -from 
a 


freezing plant, can be blown through 
the cars. The air blown out by the 
atomizer is first filtered and then cool- 
ed by being circulated In chilled pipes. 
Before being liberated In the cars It is 
moistened with sprays of pure water. 
It la claimed that the moisture collects 
the dust particles and precipitates 
-them. If the device proves practical 
and successful. It may be Introduced 
on'the Southern Pacific system.

farm of my own." 


The energetic girl is up at 5 o'clock in the morning, and out In the fields 


doing whatever is necessary—riding, driving, plowing, Bowing or milking. 


"My experience is," said Miss May, "that women could become practical 


farmers. There is no need for them to do the harder work. I have never 
felt so well In my life. This life is far healthier than the ordinary social 
existence and is Intensely interesting."

MYSTERIOUS FIRE IN AN 


ITALIAN'S STORE. 


Qianno Oreno Disappears and His 


Stock of Shoes is Found Burn- 


Ti...*" 


ing==Arson is Suspected. 


BERKELEY, July 17.—Two mysteries 


now engage the attention of- the police of 
Berkeley, who are trying to account for 
the disappearance of Glanno Oreno, a 
shoe merchant of South Berkeley, and 
also to discover who set fire to Oreno1? 
stock of shnes Sunday morning. 
The rjolice are confident that an at- 


tempt at arson was committed by a per- 
son or persons unknown, in Oreno'B store, 
at 3214 Adeline street, some time on Sat- 
urday night or Sunday morning. They 
found the evidence in Oreno's store Sun- 
day morning, and are now searching for 
the Italian, to throw light on the mys- 
terious affair. 
Up to this time their ef- 


forts have been fruitless. 


Evidence that points unmistakably to 


an effort of an unknown person to burn 
out the Italian's shoe store was discov- 
ered yesterday morning by E. P. Carlson, 
proprietor of the business block on Ade- 
line street in which Oreno's store is situ- 
ated. 
Carlson saw smoke issuing from 
Oreno's store, shortly after 5 o'clock, and 
at once rushed to the back door and be- 
gan to pound the timbers, expecting to 
awaken Oreno, who ordinarily sleeps in 
the rear of his store. There was no re- 
sponse, and Carlson, fearing that Oreno 
would be burned to death as he slum- 
bered, broke in the door with an axe. 
and then found, to his amazement, that 
the room was empty. 
Oreno was not

there, and his bed apparently had not 
been occupied during the night. 


LD the center of the room, heaped high 
on the floor, wag the greater part of 
Oreno's stock, the shoes 
being piled 
around a fire that had been kindled in 
the center. Scattered about on the floor 
were bits of merchandise, charred by fire 
that had been kindled In various parts 
of the room. The blaze, had not been so 
destructive as the incendiary expected, 
evidently, for when Carlson came he had 
little trouble in extinguishing it 
It was 
not necessary to call out the fire depart- 
ment. 
Mr. Carlson reported all the facts In the 
case to Fire Chief Kenny and to Marshal 
Vollmer. The latter official began an In- 
vestigation of the case, 
his first work 
being an attempt to find Glanno Orano. 
In this he was unsuccessful. 
The Italian shoe dealer had no friends 
or acquaintances 
in the neighborhood. 
He is described as a quarrelsome man, 
who always carried weapons and made 
no overtures to any of his neighbors. 
Until recently his business was merely 
that of a cobbler. A few weeks ago he 
secured a stock of shoes and enlarged his 
quarters. 
The building in which Oreno's shop is 
located was set afire four months ago, 
kerosene being poured 
on an exterior 
wall and a match applied to the stuff. 
The' blaze was observed by a citizen who 
chanced to pass, and the flames were ex- 
tinguished. No clue to the perpetrator o£ 
this attempt at arson was ever discov- 
ered.

FRENCH CELEBRATION 


WEST BERKELEY 


AT 


Mayor Frank K. Mott Delivers the 


Oration of the 


Day. 


BERKELEY, July 17.—The mem- 


bers of the French colony in Alameda 
county celebrated in fitting 
fashion 


yesterday at California Park in Berke- 
ley, the anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile. Addresses, appropriate to the 
occasion were 
delivered 
by 
Mayor 


Frank K. Mott, of Oakland, and Pro- 
fessor Dupouey of the State Univer- 
sity. Following these orations, games 
and sports o! various kinds were en- 
joyed, the events including races and 
a tug of war contest. 


MAYOR MOTT. 


Mayor Mott spoke as follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen:—You have hon- 


ored me today with an invitation to de- 
liver an address in commemoration of an 
. event in the history of France which, be- 
cause of the tremendous results, social 
•and political, that followed, has become 
one of the beacon lights in the record of 
civilization. 
"When I accepted the kind call of your 
committee it was with a mental reserva- 
tion that I should not be expected to 
deliver an oration, as your program an- 
nounces. 
I fear that the few words I 
shall give you will fall far short of meet- 
ing that noble term, for orators, 
poets, are born, not made. 
like 


I am, however, deeply appreciative of 
this opportunity to share in your festivi- 
ties, and I thank you for the Invitation 
to bo among you on this, t'^c greatest 
holiday of our sister republic across the 
sea.On the fourteenth of July, 17S9, the 
people of Paris were aroused to the point 
of revolution. Events had crowded upon 
events with such a rapidity as to shake 
the monarchy to "-its foundations. 
The 
people had watched the development of 
affairs at Versailles, where Count Mira- 
beau, the leader of the Third Estate, had 
won the clergy over to the National As- 
sembly. • That wonderful organizer had 
gone before the King in behalf of the 
people. But in the midst of the turmoil 
and agitation surrounding the formation 
of the National Assembly, there was the 
sudden uprising in Paris. 
For hundreds of years 
the frowning 


of the 
heroic 


battlements of the Bastile, 
the ' State 
Prison of the French monarchs. had cast 
their dark shadows upon the life of the 
capital. The Bastile represented the ter- 
'rible 
powers of 
the monarchy. 
The 
people had looked upon its walls as the 
symbol of a \tyranny, oppressive 
and 
scarred with the stain of innocents' blood. 
They rose, and'the first violent act of trw 
French Revolution was the mobbing of 
the old feudal castle on that momentous 
summer's day. 
Modem historians have stripped much 
" " 
glamour that has cast a halo of 
-. - - light about the Bastile, but de- 
spite these cold searching scientific inves- 
tigations, 
there remains 
for you 
of 
France and for all the world, the one 
great lesson—the protest 
of a 
people 
against the rule of absolutism, and the 
cry of eternal mankind for freedom. This 
was the real issue and this it is that la 
.symbolized by the fall of the Bastile. 
It is not necessary for us to dwell at 
length upon the stupendous occurrences 
that followed. The French Revolution la 
an epoch In history. It marks a struggle 
out of feudalism toward free institutions 
of government. And tho fall of the Bas- 
tile is one landmark by which the student 
of government shall always find his way 
along the road which leads to "Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity." 


PEACE AT LAST. 


In all of the history of the human rac-i 
no great victory was ever achieved for 
mankind without a struggle. The march of 
the French nation was no exceotion. Out 
of that awful cataclysm of woe the light 
broke at last, though many millions of 
lives .were laid down, and untold treasure 
was spent. Peace at last came, and with 
it the Republic of France stood out among 
the peoples of the earth, another protest 
against the fast dying doctrine of the "Di- 
vine Right of Kings." 
k 
The fall of the Bastile was contempor- 
aneous with the birth of the United States 
of America.

That this bond shall become 
stronger and firmer as the two republics 
inarch forward toward the Infinite is yoi^t 
hope and mine. '' 
The world 
is greatly 
indebted 
to 
France. America owes much to the na- 
tion whose flag contains the same colors 
"as that of our beloved Stars and Stripes. 
Frarrce has given to civilization a wonder- 
ful record of men and women. 
' As we scan the pages of history we fiad 
in every activity of humankind the names 
of great Frenchmen. 
From the days of 
Charlemagne down to the present year, 
the pathways of learning, of philosophy, 
of science, of the arts, of letters, of 
music, of painting, of sculpture, indeed, 
of all the attainments, are blazoned by 
•men and women of the Gallic genius. 
- The roster is too long for recital here. 
.But the world must not and cannot be 
forgetful of a people out of whom came 
,a Moliere. a Descartes 
Hugo, a Balzac, 
. a Taliyrand, a 
a Millet, a Dumas, a 
iBernhardt, a Rosa Bonheur, a De Lessepi. 
- .a Pasteur, a Corat. a Meissonier. a Gou- 
•riod • and. many others of e^iual fame. 
France has fostered science and the fine 
/arts.' She has done that which our own 
" people.have neglected to do as a govern- 
ment. 
She . has cared for her men and 


made it possible for creative Intellects to 
Sreduce that which has advanced human 
nowledge and delighted 
the human 
senses. 
I believe in the beautiful. I believe we 
should emulate the example of those great 
minds that have made Paris the center 
of the refining arts. I believe in the city 
beautiful, and I place the .esthetic In life 
as high as I do the merely utilitarian. 
There is something more 
to existence 
than the mere accumulation of money, as 
the honored 
President of 
the "United 
States has so often proclaimed. - And we 
should see to It that these higher affairs 
receive attention as much as the ordinary 
schemes of governmental operation. 


WHAT WORLD OWES FRANCE. 


So I repeat, the world owes much to 
France for her fostering care of that gen- 
ius which has given us so much that is 
beautiful 
and 
delightful. 
This sordid 
world of ours would 
be a gloomy 
old 
globe were it not for some of the delights 
in letters, in the drama, in music, and in 
painting that have been the product of 
French genius. And. indeed, our civiliza- 
tion would be backward enough were ' it 
not for the splendid scientific discoveries 
that French students have given us. 
It seems fitting: that on this dav of 
celebration I should "refer to the Impress- 
ive demonstration which was made'sev- 
eral days ago in the City of Paris, when 
the French government, amid 
splendid 
auspices, gave into the keeping of tho 
American 
fleet, 
for transport 
to 
the 
United States, the remains of John Paul 
Jones, the revolutionary hero, and 
by 
courtesy the "Father of the American 
Navy." 
To receive that sacred casket, 
five hundred seamen, bearing the Amer- 
ican flag, marched in fine array through 
the streets of the capital, cheered by a 
multitude of the French people, acclaimed 
with the highest honors, and welcomed 
by the most notable men of the Republic. 
It was a welcome that must 
have 
stirred our brave men of the sea, and it 
was a reception that .must tend the more 
firmly to cement the bonds of friendship 
between the two nations. 
Such events as this are bright with 
hope. They mark the pleasant way of in- 
ternational amity. They make for peace, 
for harmony, for mutual respect, and 
they count right down to the humblest 
citizen in either land. This is only one 
of the many evidences of good will that 
exist as between the two Republics. 
At the entrance to the harbor of our 
great metropolis stands the Statue of 
Liberty, the creation of a Frenchman, and 
the gift of the French people to this na- 
tion. Statues of Lafayette and of Wash- 
ington 
adorn 
prominent 
localities of 
Paris, gifts of the American nation to the 
French. 
These are the things that time cannot 
efface, for they stand ever as watch tow- 
ers of liberty, a memory of past deeds, 
an inspiration for the present, an example 
for the future. Let us cherish them for 
all that they bring to us, fraught with 
patriotic desire for our country's good. 
But in all of this rejoicing today there 
is a message to each one of us. be he born 
of the soil, or be he a citizen by adoption 
of this Republic. As we linger over the 
past with its terrors of war, carnage and 
violence: with its scenes of awful destruc- 
tion: with its sacrifices and its setbacks, 
let us read the message 
It brings 
so 
forcibly to us here today. Let us remem- 
ber that all of this horror was not in vain 
if we only profit by the lesson. Man has 
been made freer and has attained greater 
rights of self government than ever be- 
fore in the world's history. 
These 
arc 
precious gifts. 
Let us resolve to keep 
them pure and untarnished. As we hear 
the echo from the revolutionary crusades, 
let us endeavor to do our part 
in the 
battles of this day. when good citizenship 
Is leagued against the powers of greed 
and gain to selfish ends, that are men- 
acing our happiness. 
Let us stand shoulder to shoulder in 
solid ranks, alert and ready to crush self- 
seeking and to exalt honest effort in the 
administration of government in the city. 
the state and 
the nation. 
That, 
my 
friends, is the lesson of revolutions; that, 
my friends, is the message for all of us 
on this anniversary celebration of the 
fall of the Bastile.

with a circular window and a triple- 
arched main entrance. The length of 
the church will be 180 feet and its 
width sixty feet across the transepts, 
with a clear height of thirty feet. Al- 
though not a large structure. It has 
been planned by the architects, Shea 
& Shea, so thta it will be provided 
with 
side 
aisles, 
clere-story -walls, 


transepts well defined by gabled pro- 
jections and similar treatment .of the 
apse, thus producing a cruciform effect 
both inside and outside. The sanctu- 
ary will be of the full width of the 
nave 
and 
thirty-two feet in depth, 


with half-dome ceiling- and having side 
altars with' shortened half-dome 
to 


correspond with that of the sanctuary. 


The Roman Catholic Church of An- 


tioch will occupy a plot of ground on 
the highest eminence in the town and 
when completed its prominent situa- 
tion, its exterior of white material and 
its golden crosses glistening in the sun 
will cause it to. be an object

try to the east, south and west, as 
wel as from the river to the north for 
many miles.
